He has estab lished many im ­ 
portant facts to his own satisfaction, 
b ut is unwilling to state his conclu­ 
sions in detail until he has finished his 
report, which he hopes to make scien­ 
tifically convincing. 
While unwilling to anticipate the 
scientific features of his r< port, Profes­ 
sor Hyslop is willing to stand b y the 
general statement that he has found 
scientific proof of the immortality of 
the soul, or at least its continued life 
after the death of the b ody. 
He does 
not like to say that he is convinced he 
has held communication with his dead 
father, b ecause he modestly concludes 
that his own b elief is not convincing to 
the pub lic, b ut b e says that the outcome 
of the work of the Society For Psy­ 
chical R* search will he such a wave of 
ex citement as the world has never seen 
b ef< ire. 
In recent years, he says, faith has 
waie d and many persons have ab an­ 
doned their ancient b elief in spiritual 
tilings. They have demanded proof that 
then is another world, hut when they 
find that proof is furnished they will 
run mad like wild animals in the tur n ­ 
ing of the tide from materialism. 
Professor Hyslop says that while he 
tins invest igated hundreds of other cases 
tie finds that Mrs. Piper offers the b est 
opportunity for communication with 
tiie dead, for the purpose of scientific 
research, b ecause the society has b een 
ab le to control her demonstrations for 
the last 15 years. They have had a con­ 
tract with tier, so that they have b een 
ab le to get a great mass of evidence. 
Mrs. Piper is a normal woman, who 
devotes her life t o the care of home and 
to the usual pursuits of an average 
woman 
The society has taken the 
greatest precautions to prove her sincer­ 
ity. and has even employed detectives 
to see that she did not have outside 
agents w ho furnished her with infor­
